Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.2% lower to 7,293 while NOMUC gained 5.4% to 
8,666 on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 263.9bn and 
averaged SAR 21.7bn over the last 30 days (includes 4 
negotiated deals for SABIC valued at SAR 259.12 bn. The five 
most active stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 98.6% of the 
daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets was closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Banks and Materials declined 0.3% and 0.2%, respectively. 
Telecom closed 0.3% lower. Capital Goods (up 2.5%) was the 
best performing sector. Among stocks, Saudi Industrial Services 
Co. (2190/SISCO AB), Saudi Paper Manufacturing Co. (2300/SPM 
AB), and Wafrah for Industry and Development Co. (2100/FPCO 
AB), led the gainers. 

• According to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA), 
point-of-sale (POS) transactions surged 141% to SAR 7.85bn 
(USD 2.09bn) in the week ending June 6, 2020, from SAR 3.25bn 
(USD 865mn) in the previous week. Data showed that a total of 
50.3 million transactions were processed in the week ending 
June 6. (Source: Argaam) 

• Najran Cement Co. (3002/NAJRAN AB) fully redeemed SAR 
355mn (USD 94.6mn) sukuk on June 11, 2020. (Source: Argaam) 

• Northern Region Cement Co. (3004/NORTHCEM AB) reported a 
net profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 27.6mn (USD 7.4mn) for 
1Q20, a 78.01% Y/Y increase. The increase in net profit was 
attributed to higher sales, higher other revenue and lower 
financing charges due to cutting the company's general debt.

• Saudi Marketing Co. (4006/SMARKETI AB) reported net profit 
after Zakat and tax of SAR 8.1 mn (USD 2.2mn) for 1Q20, versus 
net loss of SAR 2.6mn (USD 692mn) in a year-earlier period, 
driven by a SAR 72.7mn (USD 19.4mn) revenue increase YoY, and 
a decline of SAR 5.6mn (USD 1.5mn) in selling, distribution, 
general and administrative expenses. (Source: Argaam)

• Asian markets are trading mostly lower on Monday. China is 
trading flat, while Japan is down 1.3%. South Korea is trading 
0.7% lower. Hong Kong and India are down 0.6% and 0.9%, 
respectively, in the morning session. 

• GCC markets ended mixed on Sunday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
decreased 0.5% and 0.4%, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar closed 
1.6% and 0.5% higher, respectively. Oman was up 0.2%, while 
Bahrain was down 0.5%. 

• According to the Gulf Petrochemicals and Chemicals 
Association, the GCC chemical industries companies should lay 
out plans for the post-COVID-19 period, while capitalizing on 
the lessons learned to enhance the industry's global 
competitiveness.

• According to the Dubai Statistics Center, the Islamic economy's 
contribution to Dubai's gross domestic product (GDP) grew by 
2.2% to AED 41.8bn (SAR 42.7bn) in 2018, compared to AED 
40.95bn (SAR41.85bn) in 2017.
